De Klerk, Mandela agree to formal talks

Before the talks began, de Klerk accused Mandela of dissuading black 
homeland leaders from meeting with the government as scheduled Thursday. 

In addition to Mandela, de Klerk had been scheduled to meet with six 
homeland leaders, but four did not show up. “That choice was not voluntary in 
any sense of the word,” de Klerk said before his talks with Mandela. 

The talks were intended to discuss black factional violence that has left 
hundreds dead in recent weeks and to help prepare for formal negotiations ona 
new constitution to give blacks a share of power in South Africa. 

Mandela and other ANC leaders have called for unity among all black 
political factions in order to present a solid front at eventual negotiations with 
the white-minority government. 

However, many South African officials and observers believe the ANC 
canceled the meeting because of disagreement within its ranks about how to 
proceed with negotiations. 


Marches prevented in Tiananmen Square 


BEIJING — Authorities staged all-day rallies in Tiananmen Square on 
Thursday, China’s annual day for mourning the dead, preventing unofficial 
visits to the symbolic center of last year’s crushed democracy movement. 

It was the second time in a week city officials held official activities in the 
square as an excuse for closing it to the public. 

The method appeared successful. There were no reports of attempts to lay 
wreaths near the square or otherwise honor the hundreds and possibly thou- 
sands of people killed June 3 and 4, when the army opened fire on pro-democ- 
racy protesters and retook the square where they had camped. 

In Hong Kong, however, an estimated 20,000 people marched in honor of 
the Beijing dead, many carrying banners or bouquets of flowers. 

Chinese dissidents abroad, through faxes and mailed leaflets, urged Beijing 
residents to stroll through Tiananmen Square on Qingming in memory of the 
slain protesters. 


State Hospital needs money to get staff 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utah State Hospital, just weeks away from possible 
Medicaid decertification, has been unable so far to find enough money to pay 
for additional staff demanded by federal officials. 

Superintendent Bob Verville said the hospital has been told by the Health 
Care Financing Administration that it has until June to comply. At stake is 
roughly $6 million in Medicaid funding, about one-third of the hospital’s 
budget. 

The state Department of Social Services and the Division of Mental Health 
asked legislators during the last session to appropriate $974,000 to hire the 36 
staff members needed to meet federal standards. However, lawmakers ad- 
journed in February without coming up with the money. | 

If the hospital is decertified, it could lose 150 of its 340 beds. Medicaid funds 
would be lost for several patients, including children, adolescents and geriatric 
cases. The mental health system may have to close down 25 beds, probably 
from the adult general psychiatric population, Verville said, and shift staff to 
improve patient-staff ratios. 


Police closing in on LDS chapel vandal 


Police expect to make an arrest in the case involving the vandalism of a LDS 
chapel in the Salt Lake City Avenues area soon. 

“We know who it is; it is just a matter of getting him,” said Lt. Steve 
Chapman of the Salt Lake City Police. 

Chapman said police expect to have a suspect in custody late Thursday or 
early Friday, although more than one individual may have been involved. 

Vandals tore out windows to enter the church and then destroyed pianos, 
organs and display cases. Also, anti-Mormon slogans were spray-painted on 
the vale, said Chapman. Several unspecified items were also taken in the 
break-in. 

Chapman said damage is estimated at more than $15,000. 

LDS Church spokesman Don LeFevre said church authorities were *sad- 
dened and disappointed that anyone would desecrate a house of worship.”

tant in case it is returned. 

Jan Hadley, public affairs officer at 
the Internal Revenue Service, said 
late returns are subject to a 5-per- 
cent-per-month fine if taxes are 
owed. “A good rule is that if you don’t 
have time to get it together, file for an 
extension.” The state honors IRS ex- 
tensions for state taxes. People with 
questions can call the IRS toll-free 
number 1-800-424-1040, she said. 

The State Tax Commission number 
for filing questions is 1-800-662-4335, 
said Janice Perry, community rela- 
tions director. Common filing mis- 
takes are arithmetic errors and for- 
getting to put spouse’s social security 
number. “The most common mistake 
is not signing the return,” she said. 

Federal tax forms can be obtained 
by calling 1-800-424-3676, but it takes 
a week to arrive in the mail.

roles in society. 

Larry Jensen, BYU psychology in- 
structor for a class titled “Sex Roles 
In the Family and Society,”said, “A 
major part of this course will be cen- 
tered around identifying gender dif- 
ferences and what they imply for sex 
roles.” 

Jensen said the most recent leaders 
in the feminist movement have re- 
acted against the efforts of earlier 
leaders. “Historically, the feminists 
tried very hard to minimize the differ- 
ences between men and women in or- 
der to justify more unified social 
roles,” he said. 

“The modern feminist movement 
seeks more to identify and acknowl- 
edge the differences between men 
and women,” he said. 

“Understanding these differences 
helps men and women to predict and 
better deal with their contrasting 
perceptions of the world. The goal in 
seeking an understanding of these dif- 
ferences, however, is that we will re- 
alize that innate differences are not a 
reason to discriminate against any 
gender,” Jensen said. 

Kate Kirkham, a faculty member in 
the Marriott School of Management 
who teaches a class called “Diversity 
and Discrimination,” said, “Classes 
which highlight women’s contribu- 
tions and issues are important be- 
cause they lend access to both an aca- 
demically legitimate body of 
knowledge, and they also give stu- 
dents valuable perspective for the fu- 


ture: 


Kirkham, who also works as a busi- 
ness consultant to help organizations 
identify the needs of minority groups 
and possible’ prejudice behavior 
among management and employees, 
said, “Organizations today have three 


' main ways of responding to the needs 


of women, or minorities within their 


- companies. 


“Some wait around until an inci- 
dent, such as a formal complaint or 
lawsuit calls their attention to the 
needs of a minority group. Others 
simply become aware of the laws and 
try to stay within them,” she said. 

“The more innovative companies, 
however, become pro-actively in- 
volved — investing time and money 
into discovering the needs of minori- 
ties within their company as a means 
of assuring productive ork eny igon-

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Graduate starts card company

Chris Martin may have received a 
degree in organizational psychology 
from BYU last year, but her two 
introductory art classes inspired her 
to start her own company after grad- 
uation — a greeting card company. 


“One of the teachers, a graduate _ 


student, really inspired me,” Martin 
said. 

“He told her that she had the best 
line drawings he had ever seen. That 
gave her so much confidence,” said 
Linda Mayer, Martin’s mother who 
assists in marketing the cards and 
controlling the finances. 

What started out as requests from 
family and friends turned into a suc- 
cessful greeting card company that 
distributes in five western states. 

Martin’s husband, Scott, a BYU 
graduate in horticulture, also helps 
market the cards. The company is 
based in Eugene, Ore., hometown 
for both Chris and Scott. 

“We have orders in Utah, Oregon, 
California, Colorado and Washing- 
ton. I have 10 people who work with 
me as sales representatives,” Chris 
Martin said. 

Her designs are line drawings 
painted with watercolor. They are 
available as note cards, enclosures, 
stationery and framed prints. 

“T only use messages on the sea- 
sonal cards. The remaining cards I 
leave blank because I want to keep 
my designs simple,” she said. 

Chris Martin has approximately 
40 designs on the market. Some de- 
signs take only 15 minutes to draw 
from beginning to end. 

“I don’t go out and search for 
ideas. They just come to me. If my 
husband brings home flowers, I[’ll

draw them,” she said. 

Chris Martin began selling her 
cards to friends and students at BYU 
in the fall of 1986. 

This led to supplying cards for 
BYU Craft & Floral and local shops 
including the Flower Basket and 
Lizzie Thorn’s General Store, all of 
which she still supplies. 

“BYU Craft & Floral has sold out of 
the cards twice since January,” she 


said. Until November, all ofthe cards . 


were hand-painted by. Chris and her 
mother. 

“We wanted to hand-paint them all 
but it became too much work. It’s less 
expensive to have them commercially 
printed. Hand-painted cards sell for 
$1.50 each where printed cards are 
$1.25,” Mayer said. 

When it was determined that the 
cards were selling and could be a prof- 


itable business, Chris and Scott con- 
sulted with Ron Hirsche, owner of 
Elephantz card company in Ogden. 

“He assured them they had a good 
product and encouraged them to 
have the cards color printed,” Mayer 
said. 

“I met with him for three days 


during printing. He made sugges- 
tions but I had complete control,” 
Chris said. 


“We had to invest $5,000 in print- 
ing but we had $20,000 worth of or- 
ders. This year should be a good 
year. We expect to make a profit,” 
Chris said. . 

Hirsche told them not to expect to 
make money the first year. 

They aren’t making a lot of money 
yet, but at least they have the satis- 
faction of doing what they want, 


Mayer said.

Idaho scientists ; 
perform cold fusion

sity physical science building has pro- 
duced a cold fusion reaction different 
from the one performed at the Uni- 
versity of Utah, ISU physics profes- 
sors announced this week. 

Kenneth Faler and Stanley Vegors 
performed the cold fusion experiment 
March 13. 

“T was very surprised — this was 
our first time doing this particular ex- 
periment,” Faler said. 

Vegors said, “We were happy with 
it, but it is just the preliminary re- 
sults. We are trying to go back now 
and look for spurious effects.” 

The fusion experiment ISU profes- 
sors performed was different from 
the one University of Utah did a year 
ago. “It appears we have produced 
cold fusion reactions in a different 
way — there are now two tech- 
niques,” Faler said. 

The Pons-Fleischmann device con- 
sists of a palladium electrode 
wrapped in platinum wire and im- 
mersed in deuterium oxide, or heavy 
water, then charged with electricity. 

The ISU experiment is a physical 
process in which deuterium gas 
stored in a bottle is absorbed into tita- 
nium metal at low temperatures and 
low pressure. As the metal heats up, 
it emits electrons, Faler said. 

“The emission of neutrons is gener- 
ally believed by the scientific commu- 
nity to be an almost positive guaran- 
tee that nuclear reactions have taken 
place,” Faler said. “Such a reaction, if 
it takes place on a large scale, might 
be able to produce enormous amounts

of energy.” 


Idaho State physics department, said 
although the fusion experiments are 
important, science requires that re- 
sults be repeatable. 

“T’m still skeptical about cold fusion 
in the original sense that was talked 
about a year ago, but it appears some- 
thing is happening,” Knox said. 

The Idaho report confirms the dis- 
covery of a phenomenon reported re- 
cently by a group of Italian scientists 
working at the Frascati research lab- 
oratory near Rome, Faler said. The 
ISU information was compared with 
the Italians’ findings in a March con- 
ference at the National Cold Fusion 
Institute in Utah.
